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Indiana Guardsman Drowns 
at Lake Margrethe Sunday 


An 18-year-old Indiana guardsman, Robert Glover, of 
Fort Wayne, drown Sunday night at Lake Margrethe after he 
apparently fell from a boat about 200 feet from the south 
shore of the lake. 

According to Indiana public information officers, 
Glover was allegedly in a boat with four other guardsmen 
about 8 p.m. Sunday when he and another man fell out of the 
boat. The other guard was rescued and taken to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital for treatment. Diving teams from Crawford, 
Roscommon, and Kalkaska County Sheriff's Departments 
and the Department of Natural Resources found Glover’s 
body Monday afternoon. 

The guardsmen were using one of several boats left along 
the shore near the camp for guardsmen use. According to In- 
diana information officers there were floatation devices in 
the boat used by the guardsmen Sunday night. 


COOR and ROOC Need Lega! Ties 


COOR Intermediate School District and ROOC, a non- 
profit corporation which provides vocational training and 
employment for handicapped persons, apparently will be 
living together until they’re legally joined. 

COOR has controlled ROOC since the non-profit 
workshop was formed, but at a recent COOR Board of Educa- 
tion meeting, their attorney, Robert Thrun, of Lansing, told 
them their relationship might not be legal. 

Thrun said ROOC, a subsidiary of COOR, may be con- 
ducting programs and serving persons of ages older than 
those COOR is specifically empowered by state law to serve. 
Thrun said the state legislature could pass a bill allowing 
ROOC to remain tied to COOR while serving it clients. 

COOR’s new superintendent, Harry Groulx, said if it 
does not encounter problems, the legislation would probably 
take one year to pass. Until then, he said COOR is assuming 
responsibility for the relationship and it will not interfere 
with ROOC or COOR business. 

ROOC’s main workshop and COOR’s offices are located 
across from one another on top of Pioneer Hill west of 
Roscommon. COOR board member Ralph Harris first 
questioned the legal ties between COOR and ROOC. One of 
the areas he questioned was ROOC staff members receiving 
COOR teacher benefits.

While water level prob- 
lems abound at nearby 
Higgins Lake and Otsego 
Lake, the water level at 
Lake Margrethe has been 
under control for years 
thanks to Rex Moulton and 
other lake property owners. 

For the last eleven years, 
Moulton has been raising 
and lowering boards at the 
Portage Creek outlet to keep 
the lake water level within 
one or two inches of the nor- 
mal level. 

In contrast, at Higgins 
Lake, the DNR, Roscommon 
County, ana property owners 
have been arguing about 
who should take care of the 
dam that controls the water 
level. Property owners are 
complaining water levels 
are too high in the winter 
causing severe erosion. 
Some others claim three- 
feet-high shore banks have 
been eroded and huge trees 
have toppled into the lake. 

At Otsego Lake, low water 
levels are causing the county 
to investigate pumping 
water from deep wells into 
the lake. 

Moulton, who lives near 
the dam on Portage Creek, 
says he visits the dam every 
day to clean debris from it: 
and check the water level. 

In the spring during heavy 
rains, he’s down at the dam 
three or four times a day to 
control the excess water 
flowing through the dam. 
Don Weaver used to check 
the dam before Moulton 
moved to Grayling. Other 
lake property owners have 
helped Moulton throughout 
the years but now the county 
is going to start lending a 
hand. 

The county has the legal 
responsibility of controlling 
the water level and at a 
recent county board of 
‘commissioners meeting, 
they directed the drain 
commission to watch over 
the dam.

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Tax base sharing has been revived 
as a recommendation by an execu- 
tive Task Force on Small and Rural 


Communities. 
The concept provides for 
spreading new revenues, derived 


from growth in the tax base in one 
area, with other communities in the 
region. The concept was proposed 
once by Governor William G, Milli- 
ken for metropolitan areas. 

The original proposal was based 
on a successful model in the Min- 
neapolis-St, Paul region, but got no- 
where in Michigan in the face of op- 
position from areas with rapid 
growth from officials fearful of 
regional government. 

Unlike the original proposal's 
mandatory provisions for sharing 
growth. in property values in one 
community among all communities 
in the region, this proposal would 
empower local governments to agree 
to share both the increased value of 
new development, as well as the 
costs of providing services to the 
developed areas. 

Greg Main of Escanaba, chairman 
of the task force, said the idea was 
raised by a township official as a 
way to deal with pressures of annex- 
ation. 

“We would leave political boun- 
daries where they are and the juris- 
dictions where they are, but let the 
people make agreements,’’ he said 
‘announcing the recommendations of 
the task force. 

The group said present an- 
nexation laws force adjoining juris- 
‘dictions into adversarial roles, with 
‘a city nibbling away at a township 
in which new development may 
choose to locate.

‘development of suburban growth 
plans as a prerequisite for annexa- 
tion or extension of public services. 
‘These plans would be written by of- 
ficials from adjacent communities 
‘and would set guides for land use, 
‘extension services, atc,

local units to impose new taxes upon 
voter approval, including sales and 
use taxes. 

Other recommendations of the 
task force include: establishment of 
a rural regulation review board to 
review regulations that may be 
deterring job creation; development 
of an agricultural preservation 
strategy; increased funding for 
forestry; active state promotion of 
rural economic development. 

Establishment of a rail use plan 
for rural areas; coordination of 
human services on a county-wide 
basis; expansion of rural extension 
services and development of pilot 
projects for nutrition education and 
family resources management. 

After the report was released, 
Milliken said it will assist the state 
and local governments in under- 
standing and managing the 
problems that accompany the shift 
of population into sparsely popu- 
lated areas. 


Congressional Tax Cut 
To Aid State Budget 

The approval by Congress of a 
three-year $750 billion tax cut is 
very important to the Michigan 
economy, according to state 
Management and Budget Director 
Gerald Miller. 

He said the state’s economic fore- 
casts and the 1981-82 fiscal year 
budget assumed passage of a sizable 
federal tax cut. 

Without the tax cut, which begins 
with a first round October 1 followed 
by another cut July 1, 1982, Miller 
said the state revenue forecasts for 
1981-82 would have to be cut at 
least by $50 million. 

“The key issue was getting it 
passed. The psychological effect is 
very important. On the basis that 
people know they will get a cut in 
October and another in July, they 
will be a little freer with what they 
do with their money,’ Miller said. 

He added one possible use for 
some of that freed up money woulda 
be the purchase of automobiles, the 
Michigan economy’s mainstay.

“There were more than 
200 different beer cans made 
at Michigan breweries 
throughout the years,” Dirk- 
sen said. ‘‘Now, there’s only 
two or three breweries left in 
the state.”’ 

One of his prize cans is a 
1940 Goebel Gold Label he 
found in an abandoned mine 
shaft in Marquette. He also 
has cans from 1935 with in- 
structions on them about 
how to use a can opener to 
open the can.

sons will buy cans for their 
collection but the collector’s 
association tries to discour- 
age it. 

“The only way I will buy a 
can for my collection is if it 
is full of beer,’’ Dirksen said. 

The beer inside the cans is 


_important to Dirksen too. 


He’s tried a lot of different 
beer and found national 
beers tend to be brewed for a 
national market and have 
similar tastes. 

“The locally brewed beer 
can really be different, 
though,” he said. 

When Dirksen drinks a can 
of strange beer he records 
the date on the bottom of the 
can to help him remember 
the taste of the beer. He said 
the date is helpful when try- 
ing to remember the taste 
years later — especially for 
the smaller cans of beer. For 
the gallon-size cans of beer 
he has drank, there’s no dif- 
ficulty remembering the 
taste. 

Dirksen has found cans in 
attics, at the Hartwick 
Pines, and his best source 
for old cans is along the East 
Branch of the AuSable. 

“tT go out “dumping” 
sometime, he said, ‘‘iust 
looking for old dump sites 
along the Kast Branch where 
a fisherman or somebody 
had a campfire and threw 
away some cans.” 

After he finds old cans, he 
soaks them in lemon juice 
and water to remove rust. 

“Cans will stay in surpris- 
ingly good shape if they are 
out of the sun and rain,” he 
said. 


In his travels for beer 


cans, Dirksen met the presi- 
dent and owner of the oldest 
brewing company in 
America. The Yuengling 
Brewing Company, Potts- 


ville, Pennsylvania, started ; 


in 1829, and after a few beers 
with the president, Dirksen 
went on a tour of the plant 
that included a trip to caves 
where the beer used to be 
stored to keep cool. 

Dirksen is on a national 
rooster of beer can collectors 
and has other collectors call 
on him quite often when they 
are in Grayling. Besides 
being always ready for a 
trading session, Dirksen is 
set to be a good host as well 
for he makes his own home 
brew. All he needs now is his 
own can for Dirksen beer.

New Breed 
of Canoers 


“What is a Canoester? 
Well it’s not a new bird! It’s 
Northeast Michigan’s 
newest canoe club...The 
N.E. Michigan Canoesters. 
What do Canoesters do? 
They canoe the same 240 
miles of the AuSable river 


between Grayling and 
Oscoda as the famed 
AuSable River Canoe 


Racers. Starting on Wed- 
nesday before the race...And 
you guessed it...manage to 
come in with the racers on 
Saturday afternoon. This is 
the second year for the 
Canoesters, and although 
last year seen them first 
behind all the AuSable Canoe 
Racers, this year they con- 
siderably improved their 
position by coming in 7th and 
8th place. However, since 
they failed to pay the en- 
trance fee, and did manage a 
few days head start, (The 
racers start between 8 and 9 
p.m. the previous evening) 
they were disqualified from 
the canoe race. As one of the 
canoesters stated...‘‘We sure 
had them guessing on the 
way in. We still managed to 
get some applause.” 

The canoesters are made 
up of four Tawas Area 
Businessmen, who don’t 
normally climb into a canoe 
except for this Annual Canoe 
race. Bob Otwell of Otwell 
Builders, Cliff Riley, Vern 
Riley and Dan Riley of the 
Gene Riley Ron Gamble Ad- 
vertising Agency. Their 
canoes are much different 
than the speedsters used by 
the racers. They use the nor- 
mal 18 ft. used by your 
average canoers...Packed 
with all the gear necessary 
for the four day, and three 
nights endeavor. Because of 
the weight involved (Sleep- 
ing bags, tents, coolers 
packed with food, cold 
drinks and a tremendous 
amount of ice) the canoes 
are slower moving. The 
weight becomes a real factor 
when portaging the 6 dams 
between Grayling and 
Oscoda. As one Canoester 
remarked...“‘The weight fac- 
tor is much of the considera- 
tion when deciding what is 
necessary and what is not.” 

When asked why such an 
endeavor...Their seemed to 
be a unanimous feeling by 
the group that their wasn’t 
really one outstanding factor 
but a combination of things, 
from the awesome beauty of 
the wilderness that surroun- 
ded the winding, never en- 
ding AuSable River, to the 
unusual opportunity to see 
wild life as it really is in it’s 
normal environment. Of 
course the challenge of pad- 
dling the heavy canoes down 
a river some 60 average 
miles per day, between 
fallen trees and bolder size 
rocks is also a consideration. 
One wrong maneuver could 
mean sleeping in a wet 
sleeping bag in 45 to 50 and 
sometimes colder weather, 
as a couple canoesters can 
attest to, or worse yet...a 
disabled canoe. 

The canoesters all agree, 
it gave them a new appre- 
ciation for the tremendous 
effort required by the 
AuSable River Canoe Racers 
who do the same course in 14 
to 18 hours. The canoesters 
improved their actual canoe- 
ing time from 36 hours to 31 
hours this year because of a 
somewhat lighter load. ‘It’s 
not for everyone, as the 
canoesters agree. We hit the 
water by 8:30 or 9:00 each 
morning and canoe until 
evening. By the third day 
you really don’t feel like 
climbing into the canoes, but 
you do, and soon forget the 
thought all together. After 
all...Life could be worse than 
an evening around the camp- 
fire under the stars (Knock 
on wooed) along the river 
bank, with nothing but noises 
of night life and the tales 
from one Canoester to 
another to keep you com- 
pany.” 

So next year, if you're 
floating down the AuSable 
River in late July, don’t be 
surprised if you see a group 
of loaded canoes with pad- 
dlers chanting the 
tune...We’re Canoesters, yes 
we are...When we paddle we 
paddle far...We’re Canoe- 
sters yes sir’ree...Down the 
river is where we'll be.”’

The signs were unmistaka- 
bie, A loosely built nest in the 
top of a brushy white pine 
and a few black feathers 
scattered around its base in- 
dicated that a crow (proba- 
bly a young bird) had met its 
end under the talons of a 
horned owl. The age-old feud 
between the crows and the 
owl had come to a climax as 
it has in the past and as it 
will in the future. The crows 
may be supreme during the 
day, but the owl controls the 
night, and I am sure the bold 
and reckless crows cower in 
their nest when the sun sets. 
This is only one example of 
predation which is going on 
constantly in the wild. Prey 
species are much more 
numerous than those species 
which fee upon them, which 
in this case is the owl. The 
Tall Timber has had its resi- 
dent Horned Owl family in 
the past, seldom seen to be 

sure, but nevertheless a part 
of relatively few species 
which make their homes in 
the Big Pines. There is good 
reason for the crows to fear 
the Great Horned Owl. With 
its possible 52-inch wingspan 
for a male and 60 inches for a 
female, it dwarfs the crow in 
size and assuredly in 
ferocity. The owl nest com- 
monly in an old crow’s or 
hawk’s nest which it 
remodels to its needs. The 2 
to5 eggs require 21 to 30 days 
to incubate by both parents, 
and by the first fall, the 
young closely resemble the 
adults. The eggs are laid in 
late January or early 
February even in this area 
which, to say the least, is a 
cold time of the year. While 
you may not see them, their 
call is a series of low, far- 
carrying hoots (hoo, hoo- 
hoo, HOO-HOO). The second 
and third notes are shorter 
than the others. Listen care- 
fully and you may hear them 
and if you are near a crow 


rookery, you may also hear ‘ 


on occasion the clamor of a 
nighttime raid when the owl 
gets back for all the inter- 
ruptions to his daytime 
sleep.

Road Funds 
Temporarily Halt 


Downward Slide 

State road funds, down 14.5 
percent in the 1980-61 fiscal 
year, managed to halt their 
two-year slide. 

Gas and weight tax 
revenues - used for Michi- 
gan's transportation 
systems - have been declin- 
ing for more than two years 
due to reducing driving and 
more fuel-efficient cars. 

But during the second 
quarter of 1981, Crawford 
County will receive $198,487 
compared to $195,480 in the 
second quarter of 1980. 

The City of Grayling, how- 
ever, continued to have a 
drop in revenues. It will 
receive $11,008 in the second 
quarter of 1981 compared to 
$11,929 in 1980. 

Nearby Otsego Counity will 
receive $244,640 in 1981 for 
the second quarter com- 
pared to 238,480 in 1980. Ros- 
common County will receive 
$246,875 in 1981 compared to 
$243,876 in 19860. . 

The. City of Gaylord will 
receive $17,853 for the 
second quarter in 1981 com- 


pared to $17,115 in 1980. The. 


Village of Roscommon will 
receive $6,083 compared to 
$5,732 in 1980. 

The increasing costs of 
operating trucks and 
repairing roads combined 
with a drop in revenues for- 
ced the Mackinac County 
Road Commission to close 
down earlier this summer.

I wonder if you, or perhaps 
one of your readers, might 
explain to me why one of 
Crawford County’s “public” 
facilities is so exclusive as to 
deny use of said facilities to 
certain meimbers of the 
working public. I refer speci- 
fically to the Crawford Coun- 
ty Libary. 

My husband and I are both 
employed by businesses lo- 
cated in Crawford County 
and are able to ride to work 
together (a distance of some 
15 miles). On occasion, I find 
myself with leisure time in 
the afternoon while I wait for 
my husband to finish his 
work shift. Recently it oc- 
curred to me that a library 
card might provide the key 
to filling that occasional em- 
pty hour. 

On inquiry, however, I was 
informed that only residents 
of Crawford County are per- 
mitted library privileges. 
Because I live in Roscom- 
mon County, I would have to 
leave a deposit of five dollars 
for each book I checked out. 

I find this situation most 
unfair. I spend more than 
half of my waking hours in 
Crawford County. In addi- 
tion, I contribute regularly 
to the county’s economy by 
my purchases of gasoline, 
groceries, lumber, prescrip- 
tion drugs, and so forth; by 
my use of laundry, medical, 
and recreational facilities; 
by my participation in adult 
education programs; in fact, 
by my employment, which, 
incidentally, means that I 
pay Grayling city income 
taxes. Yet because I live 
three miles ‘south of the 
border,’’ J am denied access 
to what would be one of my 
favorite pastimes. 

I am sure there must be 
other would-be library 
patrons in similar circum- 
stances. Why should we 
make a special trip to one of 
Roscommon County’s 
libraries, wasting. the valua- 


. ble resource of - gasoline, 


when there is a superb 
facility within walking 
distance of our places of em- 
ployment. 

I ask the citizens and of- 
ficials of Crawford County to 
give this matter serious con- 
sideration. We are, after all, 
part of your community.

Frederic Township Ordinance No. 7-7-81 
Frederic Township Pension Plan Ordinance 
Adopted: July 7, 1981 
Effective: August 13, 1981 


An ordinance to create and establish an annuity or pension 
plan for the officers of Frederic Township and to authorize the 
township supervisor and the township clerk to contract, in the 
name of the township, for such plan; to define those classes of of- 
ficers who shall be covered by such annuity or pension plan; to 
set forth the respective per centum shares which Frederic Town- 
ship and the officers shal! contribute to the premium or charges 
arising under such annuity or pension contract and to further 
provide for the deduction of contributions from officers’ com- 
pensation; to establish the time at which existing and future em- 
ployees shall become eligible for auch plan and to further estab- 
lish the normal retirement date for all employees; to provide a 
method for non-coverage of an officer or employee of the annuity 
or pension plan; to set forth a date wherein each person covered 
under the annuity or pension plan shall have a vested right or in- 
terest in such plan; to ratify and confirm the validity of any an- 
nuity or pension plan in existence on the effective date of this 
ordinance; and to repeal all ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith. 


The Township of Frederic 
Crawford County, Michigan 
Ordains: 

Section 1. 


This ordinance shall be known and cited as the ‘Frederic 

Township Pension Plan Ordinance.” 
Section If. 

Pursuant to Act No. 27 of the Public Acts of 1960, as amen- 
ded, the Township of Frederic hereby creates and establishes an 
annuity of pension plan and program for the pensioning of its of- 
ficers and employees, and, for such purposes, also hereby 
authorizes the township supervisor and the township clerk to 
contract, in the name of the township subject to the approval of 
the township board, with any company authorized to transact 
such business within the State of Michigan for annuities or pen- 
sions.

The annuity or pension plans created, established and con- 
tracted for under this ordinance shall cover each person within

the following classes of officers and employees: 


1, All members of the township board. 
Section IV. 


A. The Township of Frederic shall annually contribute One 
Hundred per centum of that portion of the premium or charges 
arising under such annuity or pension contract for each person 
within the class of officers and employees enumerated in Section 
IIk hereof, Such contributions shall be secured from the general 
fund of the township. Each person within such class of officers 
and employees shall be responsible for the remainder of the pre- 
mium of charges and the township treasurer is hereby 
authorized to deduct the same from each person’s pay, salary or 
compensation and to apply the same to such person’s responsi- 
bility.

Bobcat Harvest Regulations 


The Natural Resources Commission at its meeting on 
June 12, 1981, under the authority of Secs. 1, 2, and 3 of 
Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, Secs. 38 and 39a, Chapter 
1V, and Sec. 1, Chapter V, Act 286, P.A. 1929, as amended, 
established rules for the taking of bobcats, during winter 
and spring. 


1, Seasons 
Zone 1- Hunting and trapping, October 25 of one year 
through March 31 of the following year. 
Zone 2- Hunting only, January | through February. 
Zone 3 - Closed to hunting and trapping. 


2, Shooting Hours 
7:00 a.m, to 6:00 p.m. EST 


3. Areas 

Zone 1 - The Upper Peninsula, except Bois Blanc 
Island, which will be included under Zone 2 regulations; 
and Drummond Island, which will be open to hunting 
only. 

Zone 2 - Cheboygan, Presque Isle, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Montmorency, Emmett, Alcona, and Alpena counties; 
also Bois Blanc Island. 


4, Registration 

Any person killing a bobcat shall present the whole 
animal at a Department of Naturai Resources district of- 
fice or other designated field office within 72 hours of the 
kill, There, a confirming seal shall be attached and infor- 
mation obtained from the licensee as to date, place, and 
manner of kill and other pertinent information deemed 
appropriate. Registration shall be in the penineula of the 
kill. No taxidermist or fur buyer shall accept, possess, or 
process in any fashion, a bobcat or bobcat pelt without the 
confirming seal attached. Sealing of pelts will qualify the 
fur for foreign export under regulations enforced by the 
Endangered Species Scientific Authority. Registration 
hours will be during regular working hours or where of. 
fices are open for some other purpose after hours. Conser- 
vation officers also will register ‘cats in Zone 1. No charge 
will be made for sealing.

interested in the house 
(lecated in Sherwood Forest 
Subdivision) but mortgage 
rates from 17 to 22 percent 
have made the price 
inhibitive.” 

Diedrich said the proposai 
to work with the county 
Housing Commission may be 
the only way the building 
trades class can continue if 
the house doesn’t sell. He 
added that millage proposal 
number one has to pass for 
any building trades class to 
continue next year. 

Reynolds said the house 
the class will build for the 
Housing Commission will be 
smaller than previous 
houses built by the class.

In 1978 Circuit Court Judge 
Francis L. Walsh set the 
legal level of the lake at 
1,134.4 feet above sea level 
from April 30 to November 1 
of each year and 1,133.7 feet 
above sea level from 
November 1 to April 30. 

While the water level of 
Otsego Lake is at its lowest 
since 1965 and is close to 
dropping below the 
minimum legal level, Moul- 
ton said the level at spring- 
fed Lake Margrethe hasn't 
varied a bit in the last month 
and a half. He says during 
heavy spring rains the lake 
may rise two inches and an 
awful lot of water will go out 
through Portage Creek. 

Lake property owners said 
it’s important to keep spring 
water levels from rising too 
high or septic systems 
around the lake will be flood- 
ed.
